Porcelain money is us* U in Burma 
ami Siam; and feather money, manu­ 
factured from tile short red feathers 
from beneath th** wings of a species 
of parrot, is the ordinary currency of 
the Santa Cruz islanders. The Loyalty 
islands, width lie iii the Pacific to the 
east of Australia, are famous for their 
fur money. 
The fur. which is taken 
from behind the ears of the so-called 
“flying fox,” in reality a large fruit- 
eating bat. is woven into cords of vari­ 
ous lengths, abd these constitute the 
ordinary currency of the Islanders.

This place 
is a disgrace to our army. 
The in­ 
habitants wlio fled could not have ex­ 
pected, of course, that nil their goods 
would have been left Intact nfler so 
many troops Imd passed. 
But the col­ 
umn commanders are responsible for 
th** greater part of tti** damage, as 
they could have prevented tile looting 
aud destruction. The damage amounts 
to millions of murks; even til** safes 
have been attacked. 
“In a solicitor’s house, Iii which, as 
luck would have It, all was iii excel­ 
lent taste, iacluOihg a collection of 
old lace and Eastern works of art, 
everything was smash«**l to hits. 
"I could not resist taking a little 
memento m yself here and there. . . . 
One house was particularly elegant, 
everything in flu* best taste. Th** hall 
w as of light o a k ; I found a splendid 
raincoat under the staircase and a 
camera for Felix."

Brand Whitlock Writes of Massacres. 
In Ids report of September 12. 11*17, 
to the secretary of state, Minister 
Whitlock has much to tell of the pol­ 
icy of frightfulness. 
The following 
passages refer to the subject of mas­ 
sacres : 
"Summary executions took place (at 
Dina ut) without the least semblance 
of judgment. 
The names and number 
of the victims ure not known, but they 
must be numerous. 
I huve been un­ 
able to obtain precise details in this 
respect aud the number of persons 
who hare fled la unknown. Amoug th# 


persons who were shot are; Mr. He­ 
roin, 
mayor 
of 
Dillard; 
Sasseratn. 
lirst alderman; Ninimer, aged .-.even­ 
ly: Consul for the Argentine Republic 
Victor 1'oneelet, who was executed iii 
th** presence of Ids wife and seven 
hildren; Wnsselge and Ids two sons; 
Messrs. Gustave and Leon 
Niealse. 
two very old men; Jules Mon I ii and 
others all shot in the cellar of their 
brewery; Mr. ('audile Pistte and son, 
aged seven teen ; 1'hillippart Piedfort, 
his wife and daughter; Miss M a n g ­ 
ily. 
During the execution of about 
forty inhabitants of Dimwit Hie Her­ 
mans placed before til** condemned 
their wives and children. 
It is thus 
that Madam Albin who had Just given 
birth to a child, three days previously, 
was brought on a mattress by Herman 
soldiers to witness flu* execution of 
tier husband; lier cries and supplica­ 
tions were so pressing that her hus­ 
band's life was spared." 
“< in tin* 2flth of August Herman sol­ 
diers entered various streets (of Lou­ 
vain) and ordered the inhabitants of 
Hie houses to proceed to th** Place de 
la Station, w h er e the bodies of nearly 
it dozen assassinated persons were ly­ 
ing. 
Women and children were sepa­ 
rated from th** men and forced to re­ 
main on tin* Place de la Station dur­ 
ing the whole day. 
They had to wit­ 
ness the execution of ninny of their 
fellow citizens, w h o w e r e for the most 
part shot at the side of the square, 
near the house of Mr. Ilcmaidc. 
The 
women and children, after having re­ 
mained on the sq u are for more than 
15 hours, were allowed to depart. Th** 
Gardes ( ’Piques of Louvain were also 
taken prisoners and sent to Germany, 
to til** calili* 
Munster, where they 
were held for several weeks. 
"On Thursday, August 27, order was 
given to th** inhabitants to leave Lou­ 
vain because the city was to ti** bom­ 
barded. 
old men, women, children, 
th** sick, priests, nuns, were driven on 
the roads like cattle. 
More than IO,* 
000 of the Inhabitants were driven as 
far as Tirlcmonf, nearly 12 m ild from 
Louvain. 
Infants Shot In Mothers' Arms. 
"One of the most sorely tried com­ 
munities was that of the little village 
of Tamines, down iii what is known 
us the Bonang**, the coal Helds near 
Charleroi, 
'famines Is a mining vil­ 
lage Iii the Samlir**; it is a collection 
of small cottages sheltering about -V 
0OO Inhabitants, mostly all poor labor­ 
ers. 
“'I’lie little graveyard in which tin* 
church stands beftrs Its milt** testi­ 
mony to the horror of the event. There 
are hundreds of new mad** graves, each 
w it Ii Its small wooden cross and its 
hit of flowers; Iii** crosses ar** so dos**- 
ly huddled that there Is scarcely room 
to walk between them. 
The crosses 
are al ik e and all bear the same date, 
the sinister date of August 22, 1914." 
“Hut whether their hands were cut 
off or md, whether they were impaled 
on bayonets or not, children were shot 
dow n, by military order, in cold blood. 
in iii** awful crime of the Rock of Bay­ 
ard, then* on onlooking th** Meuse be­ 
low IHnant, Infants in their mothers’ 
arms were shot down without mercy. 
Th** deed, never surpassed in cruelty 
by any hand <*f savages, is described 
by the bishop of Namur himself: 
" ‘Due seem* surpasses In horror nil 
others; it 
is tile fusillade 
of 
the 
Rocher Bayard near I Minim. 
It ap­ 
pears to ha vt* been ordered by Colonel 
Moister. 
This fusillade made many 
victims among the nearby parishes, 
especially those of des Uivagos and 
Nefle. 
It caused the death of nearly 
‘.si persons, without distinction of age 
or sex. 
Among the victims were ba­ 
bies in arms, boys and girls, fathers 
and 
mothers of families, **\en old 
men. 
Dead Children in Pile of Bodies. 
“ ‘It was there thut 12 children under 
th** age of six p e ris he d from the tit** 
of the executioners, six of them as 
they lay in their mothers* arms: 
“ T h e child Fievct, three weeks old. 
"■Maurice Heteros, eleven months 
old. 
" ‘Nelly Pullet, eleven months old. 
‘‘ ‘Hilda Genoa, eighteen months old. 
" ‘Hilda Married, two years old. 
“ ‘Clara Struvay, two years and six 
months. 
“ ‘The pile of hollies comprised also 
many children from six to fourteen 
years. 
Eight large families have en­ 
tirely disappeared. 
Four have hut one 
survivor. 
Those men 
that 
escaped 
death—-and many of whom were rid­ 
dled with bullets—were obliged 
to 
bury In a summary and hasty fashion 
their fathers, mothers, brothers or sis­ 
ters; then after having been relieved 
of their money and being placed in 
challis they were scat th Cassel (Prus­ 
sia).’ " 
Mr. Hugh Gibson, the secretary of 
our legation in Belgium, visited lam- 
vain during Its systematic destruction 
Ivy the Hermans. 
Iii "A Journal From 
Our Legation in Belgium,” New York, 
1917, pages 104-105, la* relates what 
the German oilicers told him: 
"It was a story of clearing out civil­ 
ians from a large part of tile town, a 
systematic routing out of men from 
cellars and garrets, wholesale shoot­ 
ings, 
the generous use of machine 
guns, and the free application of Hie 
torch—the 
whole 
story 
enough 
to 
make one see red. 
Aud for our guid­ 
ance it was Impressed on us that this 
would make people respect Germany 
aud think twit*** about resisting her.” 
Herman pastors and professors far 
from the excitement of the tiring have 
defended tins policy of frightfulness, 
e. g.: 
"We are not only compelled to ac­ 
cept the war that is forced upon us 
. . . hut ure even compelled to carry 
on this war with a cruelty, a ruthless­ 
ness, an employment of every imagin­ 
able device, unknown in any previous

WAR TALKS 


By UNCLE DAN 


Number Four 


Military Training Necessary for Safety 
and Defense. 


"Soy, Uncle Dan.” said Billie, "Jim­ 
mie and I have been looking up about 
war in the encyclopedia ut school. 
We 
found that In the war between Ger­ 
many and France in 1870-71, Germany 
lost in killed and wounded 28,000 sol­ 
diers while* I* ranee lost about six times 
as many, and besides that, she lost 
every battle. 
We asked Professor Slo­ 
cum why this was. 
He said that the 
Herman army was highly trained and 
ably coml,landed, while the French 
soldiers were poorly trained; and that 
their 
war 
department 
was 
honey­ 
combed 
with Jealousy and politics; 
that the officers were not much good, 
and thut’s why France lost the xvur 
and so many men. 
What do you think 
about it, Lucie Dan?” 
“Well,” said Uncle Djin, "Professor 
Slocum is right. By inefficiency France 
lost tlint war, together with two of 
her best provinces— Alsace and Lor­ 
raine 
and had to pay a billion dol­ 
lars indemnity money. 
France today 
leu rued her lesson by that sad expe­ 
rience. so she put in universal military 
training, and as a result, her soldiers 
now know how to fight and how to 
protect themselves. 
They are losing 
less men in tho war than the Germans. 
Franc** also put politics out of her war 
department, so tfiat expert authority, 
instead of bureaucratic stupidity, now 
directs 
the 
army. 
The 
result 
is. 
France has one of the hest and most 
efficient unities every assembled, and 
this shows what thorough training and 
good leadership means 
in 
warfare. 
This saved France in 'th is crisis, u* 
well as tIn* liberties of the world.” 
"As war Is now conducted, there is 
no place for an untrained man. 
A 
body of 10,000 well trained soldiers 
properly handled 
could 
defeat live 
times their number of raw recruits and 
do it every time with comparatively 
small loss to themselves. Proper train­ 
ing alone will reduce the death and 
casualty rate one-third of what it oth­ 
erwise would he, and right here is an 
unanswerable argument for universal 
military training. 
“Our government has no moral right 
to force her men into war service 
without properly training them for It. 
To *lo so is simply murder, hence th** 
frantic effort that is now being made 
to give lier soldiers some training be­ 
fore they ar** sent to the front, 
lf we 
arc to win this war, it will take trained 
men to do it. and it xx HI take trained 
men to win any other war thut may 
come upon us in the future. 
If we 
must tight, let us light to win and not 
to lose." 
“That’s the stuff,” said Billie. 
Continuing, Uncle Dan said: "Our 
government has expended ubout $300,- 
090,000 to put up cantonments ural 
training stations in order to train the 
moil called by the selective draft. 
When these men are trained the train­ 
ing stations 
should he immediately 
tilled with younger men, say those in 
their nineteenth year, to receive six 
mouths 
of 
intensive military 
train­ 
ing along the lines of Hie Chamberlain 
bill. 
This will be of immeasurable 
benefit to them Individually. 
It will 
do them more good limn any other two 
years of their whole life; it will make 
them strong, manly, self-reliant, quick 
to see and quick to act; it will equip 
them for a successful life. 
In short. 
it w ill rebuild American manhood and 
will also give the government a body 
of trained men to draw from in case 
it is necessary to defend our flag aud 
country. 
We must settle this question 
of universal military training imme­ 
diately. otherwise these training camps 
may be demolished. 
Th** adoption of 
universal military training will be no­ 
tice to the world that from then on 
we will be prepared to defend our­ 
selves promptly and efficiently, and 
this will do more to keep us out of 
war iii the future than anything else 
we could do.” 
"Do you think, brother," said Mrs. 
Graham, "that there will ever be an­ 
t h e r war?” 
"I have no doubt about it," said 
Uncle Dan. 
“So long as men ar** 
selfish, so long as nations are ambi­ 
tious to acquire territory, so long us 
{topulutlou presses and demands more 
room, so loug as there remains a 
scramble for world trade— so long wars 
will be. 
When the time comes that 
we reach the high plane for which we 
hope and dream, when all will recog­ 
nize the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, then, and thou 
only, will wars cease. 
When thut day 
conics doors will need no locks, bunks 
will need no vaults to protect their 
treasures, but that day Is a long way 
off. 
"The only safe and sane plan Is to 
be able to defend ourselves at all 
times. 
Therefore, every citizen should 
Insist that senators aud congressmen 
shall provide for universal military 
training, so that never again shall the 
country be caught so completely un­ 
ready us this war found us. 
For­ 
tunately. in this case, our enemy has 
been held buck, so we have had a few 
months in which to prepare. 
This ad­ 
vantage 
probably 
w ill 
never 
come 
again. 
It is however our salvation 
today. 
“Because she was ready, Switzerland 
is an islund of peace in a sea of 
war. Safety first is good, but safety 
always is better. 
In strength there Is 
safety. 
You never saw a tin can 
tied to the tall of a bulldog. 
There 
Is a reason."

The reason for this must 
he obvious.

One Typical Story.
